A basic booklist for Lutheran church 
libraries, considered to be one of the 
most urgent requirements for aiding 
beginning church librarians, is now 
being prepared by the Library Serv- 
ices committee of the Lutheran 
Church Library Association. 


This committee, headed by Miss 
Valborg Bestul, librarian of Luther 
Theological Seminary in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, has been working since 
early summer on this project. Ques- 
tionnaires have been sent out to all 
church librarians of the association, 
to get their recommendations for this 
list. Miss Bestul has reported a whole- 
hearted response to this questionnaire 
which will be used as the foundation 
for the booklist. Books chosen for the 
basic list will be classified and an- 
notated.

How Lutheran Libraries 
Can Serve Adult Education

Recently on a visit to a California church on a Sunday morning I noticed 
in the vestibule a library cart containing church-related books, with an at- 
tendant in charge, ready to serve the people as they left the church with 
helpful Christian reading. I wished that we had not merely a library in every 
church, but an effective method for keeping Christian books before all of 
God’s people Sunday after Sunday. 

We work with literate people whose educational level is constantly rising. 
Yet frequently we still operate as though we were living in the day when a 
person’s education was completed with graduation from the eighth grade. A 
great many of our Lutheran people have not yet tasted how good it is to read 
Christian books and broaden their spiritual horizons. Of course, this raises 
the question: What is being done to whet the spiritual appetites of our people? 
This is exactly our task if we would make people who are literate in secular 
realms also literate in matters of the Spirit. In this respect Lutherans have 
much to learn from other Protestant groups. 

It is here that the church library comes in and the library cart also. Without 
such personalized service a library program is a nice idea but becomes inef- 
fective because it is not “worked.” 

Someone has said, “Unless your religion is your life and your life is your 
religion, neither will amount to much.” Our Christian faith touches life at 
every level and is concerned with every area of human existence. This field 
is so broad that it cannot be covered with the pulpit ministry or the classroom 
program, and requires, in addition, the broader possibilities of adult educa- 
tion through a ministry of literature. 

The range of Christian adult education is very wide. It involves the Bible 
related to life, Christian doctrine and ethics, Christian worship and the arts, 
Christian marriage and family living, the Christian in our society and his

St. Peter Minn. 
Provides Library 
For Demonstration

Turning dreams into reality takes 
some doing, but members of Trinity 
Lutheran Church in St. Peter, Minne- 
sota, discovered happily enough that 
cooperation is the stuff by which a 
dream about a parish library can be 
made into a stimulating collection of 
books in an attractive room inviting 
to the reader.

Many groups and individuals at a 
variety of ages and with varying tal- 
ents in the congregation contributed 
to the realization of that dream. Eve- 
ning Aid women began buying a book 
a month in connection with their 
study program in 1957. These pur- 
chases accumulated on the top of the 
bookcases in the pastor’s study. At 
the same time, Trinity Circle women, 
interested in furnishing a parlor in 
the parish education building, bought 
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$1500 worth of oak furniture uphol- 
stered in green, sand and coral. 

After a six-member library board 
was named by the board of admini- 
stration following official congrega- 
tional action at the annual meeting 
in January, 1959, the activities and 
plans of these two women’s groups 
were coordinated in the planning of 
the library room and the collection. 
Shelving units for the room were en- 
visioned; the first unit in three sec- 
tions for the south wall to house 800 
volumes was drawn up by the board. 
It was made by two septuagenarian 
Trinity members, and finishing of the 
oak wood was done by the Tuesday 
Club, retired men’s group. 

Unique in design, the unit has two 
individual study desks at the junc- 
tures of the sections, and a bench runs 
the 26-foot length of it in front of the 
shelves, with storage drawers beneath 
it. Trinity Circle supplied the green 
naugahyde foam cushions for the 
benches, and made the 85 feet of 
draw draperies which cover the win- 
dow wall across from the shelving. 
The library looks out on the court 
which separates the parish building 
from the church proper. The room is 
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painted tumbleweed color, draperies 
and furniture blending for a relaxing 
atmosphere. Evening Aid bought the 
floor and table lamps. 

Two special offerings, memorial 
gifts and other gifts to the library 
furnished the funds being spent for 
books. Classification and cataloging 
was begun by the library board and 
continued by members of the Eve- 
ning Aid. Processing of the books 
was done by Triniteens, high school 
girls’ club, and by the Evening Aid 
at their July meeting.

Eleven book counselors appointed 
by the library board serve as the con- 
necting link between the library and 
the program of the organization to 
which each belongs. Active in the 
parish education program of the con- 
gregation, the library serves the 
church staff, the Sunday School staff, 
and all the organizations of the church 
by disseminating information regard- 
ing what our church teaches, the her- 
itage of our past, the inspiration for 
and challenge of the future. 

Promotional activities of the library 
include a 12-page special library edi- 
tion of Trinity’s Time, parish paper, 
which told the development of the 
library idea and the function of the li- 
brary; picture story of the library on 
the bulletin board; bookplates and 
bookmarks with an original sketch 
symbolizing the Trinity; and monthly 
bulletin inserts offering informal chat- 
ter about books and people. 

Officially opened June 12 with a 
punch party, the library served as a 
demonstration library to the Church 
Library Workshop at Gustavus Adol- 
phus College July 11.

Publishers —

You can’t tell a book by the cover, 
as any librarian knows—perhaps from 
bitter experience. 

Neither can you tell a book by the 
name of the publisher. But as you 
become more experienced in book se- 
lection for your church library, you 
will learn to know the characteristics 
and the qualities of several pub- 
lishers. You will eventually be able 
to tell a good deal about a book just 
by glancing at the name at the bottom 
of the book’s jacket or on it’s title 
page. 

Some of the large general publish- 
ers like Harpers, Scribners, Macmil- 
lans, ete. publish many religious 
books, but basically the church li- 
brarian will find himself depending 
for selection on religious houses. 

Most Protestant denominations own 
and run their own publishing houses. 
These you will want to know:

Moody Press 
is an adjunct of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute of Chicago, Morehouse-Gorham 
is a privately owned publishing house 
printing materials for use in Epis- 
copal Churches. 

There are many other publishers 
in each of these classifications which 
have not been mentioned, but those 
listed will give the beginner a start, 
at least, in getting to know the major 
publishers of religious books in the 
United States.

witness in our world, church history, 
not merely of the past, but as it is 
being made today—by our people, 
evangelism, the whole broad field of 
missions at home and abroad, and the 
stewardship of all of life. 

The gap between what we know and 
what we ought to know widens day by 
day. In our complex civilization de- 
velopment is so fast that unless Chris- 
tians also keep growing in their re- 
ligion they are unable to really cope 
with the theological and ethical prob- 
lems of our times. We need an in- 
formed, intelligent, and consecrated 
laity. This calls for many things, not 
only a good preaching program, insti- 
tute type of Bible class courses, topic 
discussions in men’s, women’s, par- 
ents’, and couples’ groups, but also 
well selected Christian reading.

To help them get into this book there 
are many helpful volumes, but they 
must not substitute for “The book that 
goes along with the human being,” 
the Bible.

Space is one of the big problems 
that so many churches face in estab- 
lishing a library. In the Church Li- 
brary Bulletin issued by the Southern 
Baptist Convention (May 1959), an ar- 
ticle appeared which relays a solution 
arrived at by the Redrock Baptist 
Church, Las Vegas, Nevada. They 
built two bookcases ( ft. by 3 ft.) 
which they hinged together on one 
end so that they can be closed and 
locked on the unhinged side when not 
in use. The whole arrangement was 
moved from place to place in the 
building. The back of the bookcases 
make good display and poster space. 
The double bookcase provides shelf 
room for about 400 books.

Greta M. Otteson, Woodlake Luther- 
an Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
writes of some promotion ideas which 
happened also to be fund raisers.

This 
will be a good guide to occasional 
library assistants who may not be 
thoroughly familiar with procedure, 
and it will make a good reference for 
mature users who can help themselves 
as much as possible.

During National Library Week, one 
library offered a free copy of the 
miniature book “Words of Gold and 
Silver from the Bible” to everyone 
who checked out a book, recording or 
picture on Sunday, April 19. The re- 
sponse was overwhelming—over 600 
items were taken out of the library. 
About half of the 550 people who 
came into the library had never been 
in it before. The cost of the 600 min- 
iature books was $12.00. (The librar- 
ian confided that this amount has been 
more than paid for by the fines on 
overdue books brought in by these 
people who were unaccustomed to 
bringing books to church!)

Excerpts from the three-volume 
edition of the Muhlenberg Journals 
tell a fast-moving and entértaining 
story of the development of the 
church and the life of the péople in 
the days of colonial America. Muhlen- 
berg’s personal experiences during 
the Revolutionary War make this an 
important historical document. 


Tillmanns, Walter G. 

The World and Men around Luther. 

Augsburg 5.95 a 
Illustrated by Edmund Kopietz, di- 

rector of the Minneapolis School of 

Art, this book gives a comprehensive 

treatment of the setting around Lu- 

ther. The book is divided into two 
parts: the first part deals with the 
social and religious forces at work 
during Luther’s life; while the sec- 
ond part includes brief biographical 
sketches of 195 men who played a 
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significant role in Luther’s world, 
outspoken enemies as well as close 
friends.

An illustrated book for youngsters, 
ages 3-7, it tells about a scrawny tiny 
tree which nobody wants for a Christ- 
mas tree, and about a little boy who 
is too poor to bring a Christmas tree 
home to his mother. The two-color art 
work is by Evelyn Selim, a Minnea- 
polis fashion illustrator.

Doctor Osborn, Professor of Church 

History at Butler University, present- 
ed this material as a means of inter- 
preting “The Spirit of American 
Christianity” for foreigners, particu- 
larly Europeans. It is my opinion that 
he has done a good job of explaining 
how “we got this way,” even though 
he (a Disciples of Christ pastor) could 
not speak for all of us. There is no 
way of knowing how many foreigners 
will see this book, but I hope that 
many Americans will. Most of the 
major elements of American church 
life are dealt with at least briefly in 
this book. Laymen in particular could 
benefit much by a perusal of this 
treatment. It is not abstruse, and one 
need not have a wide background in 
American church history to appreci- 
ate what the author is trying to do. 
This is a “basic” kind of book which 
would prove a valuable addition to 
the library of any parish church. I 
recommend it highly.

Ryden, Ernest E. 

The Story of Christian Hymnody. 670 
p. Augustana Press 1959, $5.95 
Readers will certainly enjoy this 

large book full of interesting informa- 

tion and generally wholesome evalua- 
tion of the bulk of the hymns sung in 

Protestant churches in America today. 

It is one of relatively few books on 

this subject in our country. 

A brief comparison with one of its 
great peers, The Hymnody of the 
Christian Church by Louis F. Benson, 
may lead us to an appreciation also 
of the book under review. The authors 
of both books published their first edi- 
tion about 30 years ago. Both men

professed in their original prefaces 
the purpose to present information 
through which they hoped to stimu- 
late better understanding and deeper 
appreciation of the great hymns of 
Christianity. Both men succeeded so 
well that their books now appear 
for the second time, Mr. Benson’s in 
a reprint of 1956 and Mr. Ryden’s in 
the present extensive revision after 
eight reprints of the first edition. 
There are few other books on seri- 
ous subjects which engage the interest 
of the casual reader and the scholar 
as naturally as Mr. Rydens’ new book 
does. To read any of the chapter 
headings is to be constrained to hear 
the rest of it. The book is put together 
so that one may run through a chap- 
ter or two in the library while wait- 
ing for the children to come out of 
the Sunday school room, trace the 
baekground of any particular hymn 
to which one may have been led in 
the day’s worship, or at greater_leisure 
read the whole fascinating story of 
Christian hymn singing.
